ASHINGTON, May 12—{Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.) Investigations 

made thus far into the attempt of 
the cattle kings to grab all the public 
lands in the West show, first, that there 
now existe a grazing trust, which has 
erected fences upon public lands This 
trust is composed of large syndicates 
that have got in some cases as much 
as a million acres of grazing land be- 
longing to the government, for which 
they pay no rental, and upon which 
they have no claim. 

Second, that the grazing lease bill 
now pending before Congress was 
drawn in order to give the cattle kings 
control of public lands that they do 
not dare to boldly fence in without 
some reasonable excuse for do- 
ing so. 

Third, that there is a very close alli- 
ance existing or being framed de- 
| tween the cattle kings who hold and 
are trying to get public lands, and the 
meat trust. 

All these facts have been dug up by 
the President and the Interior Depart- 
ment. They will play their part in 
the proceedings about to be instituted 
in court against the beef trust, and 
beyond that something will be done to 
put stop to land monopolies in the 
West. 

The President wilt probably soon 
cause an order to be issued that all 
fences erected by cattle kings upon 
public lande must come down. Such 
an order will cause serious times in 
several western States and Territories, 
and it. will be a difficult matter to en- 
force it. An offictal of the Interior de- 
partment said today: 

“When we go at work getting these 
fences, erected by cattle kings on pub- 
lic lands, we will encounter legal, 
probably physical, opposition from 
cattle kings and cowbo suppose 
that it be necessary for us to send 
out deputy sheriffs with a posse in 
each case to tear down a fence, or to 
cut them when they are made of wire. 
In some locations, probably the United 
States Army will de called upon to 
— this work. There are many local- 
ities where the feeling among cattle 
kings is becoming so high that cat 
the men would not hesitate for a mo- 
ment to shoot government men who 
attempted to take down the fenfes. 
But these fences are coming down, if 
the army itself has to go out and 
take them down. There is now grow- 
ing up in the West a land trust that 
is more cruel than any trust that ever 
was built up in manufacturing or in 
commerce, and as it is being made out 
of land owned entirely by the govern- 
ment we are going to stop it and keep 
~ lands to make homes for the peo-

HERMANN GIVES REASONS. 

IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

WASHINGTON, May  2.—Senator 
Gibson of Montana today presented 
in the Senate a letter from Commis- 
sioner Hermann of the General Land 
Office in opposition to the policy of 
leasing the public lands as proposed 
by a bill now pending in the Senate. 
Hermann says that under the terms 
of the bill practically all the publi: 
lands west of the Mississippi would 
be subject to leasing, and that, as it 
is provided that when under the lease 
they shall not be disposed of except 
under the homestead and mineral 
land laws, the sale of the public do- 
main would be greatly curtailed. 

He also attacks the provision of the 
Hill fixing the rental of the leased lands 
at 2 cents per acre. He declares that 
the general effect of the bill would be 
to place the control of the public lands 
in the hands of the extensive stock 
growers, with the corresponding result 
of making the small owners pay tribute 
to their more prosperous fellows or go 
out of the business. 

Representative Naphen of Massa- 
chusetts today introduced a resolution 
reciting that it is publicly alleged that 
public lands are leased to members of 
the meat trust, and directing the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to furnish in- 
formation relative to lands so rented. 

Representative Foster of Illinois to- 
day introduced a bill to place all live 
stock on the free list.

HEAVY APPROPRIATIONS. 
MAY OVERBALANCE RECEIPTS. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) With the demands upon 
Congress for extra heavy appropria- 
tions Increasing steadily, and immense 
appropriations for next year already 
made, there is just a shade of uncer- 
tainty in the Treasury Department 
about what is going to be the financial 
showing of the government, during the 

next fiscal year. 

By the repeal of the war taxes Con- 
‘gress deducted from the income of the 
treasury during the next fiscal year an 
estimated sum of $76,000,000 per year. 
The repeal! of these taxes was made 
on the belief of financial experts that 
the surplus this year would run any- 
where from $99,000,000 to $100,000,000. 
Assuming that the receipts next year 
from all sources would equal those of 
the present year, expenditures 
would not be increased, the idea is 
general that there would be a balance 
in the treasury at the close of the 
next fiscal year of from $15,000,000 to 
$25,000,000. 

Neither Secretary Shaw nor former 
Secretary Gage approved of 80 . 
a cut in the revenues of the govern 
ment, believing the margin between 
the annual receipts and expenditures 
would be too small to be comfortable 
with such a cut as that made by the 
law-making body of the government.

NNAPOLIS (Md.) May 2.—The spe- 
clal train conveying President 
Roosevelt and party to Annapolis to 
attend the graduating exercises at the 
Naval Academy arrived here at 9:45 
o'clock this morning. As the President 
alighted from the train he was received 
by Superintendent Wainwright and his 


aide, Lieut. P. J. Seigemire. A battalion 
of marines under command of Capt. 
Lucas was drawn up at the station. The 
Party proceeded in carriages to the 
academy grounds, the President going 
directly to the superintendent's house, 
where there was a short wait to permit 
the assembling of the cadet battalion 
at the chapel. The day was most pro- 
pitious and the cad@ets in their uniforms 
presented a fine appezrance. 

The President walked across the 
campus to where the cadets were lined, 
and, passing down the line, looked each 
— Squarely in the face. He was 
then presented to the officers of the 
academy by Commander Wainwright. 
While this was going on the shore bat- 
teries fired the President's salute of 
twenty-one guns. 

At the sound of a bugle blast the 
cadets stacked guns, and with a pre- 
cision that bore evidence of the disci- 
pline which they have te undergo, 
marched by fours to the chapel, where 
benediction was pronounced by the 
chaplain. In the meantime the Presi- 
dent had been escorted down the aisie 
by Commander Wainwright, and was 
shown to his seat on the platform, the 
battalion of cadets, the officers and 
others receiving the President standing. 

Commander Wainwright then intro- 
duced Dr. George C. Winston, a mem- 
ber of the board of visitors, who de- 
livered a short address, in which he 
spoke of the navy as being the most 
important factor in the country’s his- 
tory. He was loudly applauded when 
he referred to Dewey as the hero ot 
Manila and Sampson the hero of San- 
tiago, and at the conclusion of his re- 
marks was congratulated by the Pres- 
ident. 

A great crowd gathered around the 
grand stand, where the cadets were to 
receive at the hands of the President 
the diplomas which would make them 
officers in the United States Navy. 

The graduating class discarded their 
guns and accouterments, and advanced 
close to the platform. The President 
then addressed them, his remarks being 
frequently interrupted by were He 
said in part: 

In receiving these diplomas sal be- 
come men who above almost any oth- 
ers of the entire Union are to carry 
henceforth the ever-present sense ot 
responsibility Which must come with 
the knowledge that on some tremen- 


dous day it may depend upon your 


courage, your preparedness, your keen 
intelligence and knowledge of your pro- 
fession, whether or not the nation is 
again to write her name on the world's 
roll of honor or know the black ahame 
of defeat. We, all of us, earnestly) 
hope that the occasion for war — 
never come, but if it has to come, then 
this nation must »in; and the prime 
factor in securing victory over any 
foreign foe must of necessity be the 
United States Navy. You, to whom I 
give these diplomas now join the ranks 
of the officers of the United States 
Navy. You enter a glorious service, 
proud of its memories of renown. You 
must keep ever in your minds the 
thought of the supreme hour which 
may come when what you do will for- 
ever add to or detract from this re- 
nown.

“Some of you will have to do your 
part in helpin construct the ships 
and the guns Whi you use. You need 


to bend every ener toward making 
these ships and guns in all their de- 
tails the most perfect of their kind 
throughout the world. From now on 
throughout your lives, there can be no 
slackness on your part. Your duty must 
be present with you, waking and sleep- 
ing. You have got to train yourselves 
and you have got to train those under 
you, in the actual work of seamanship, 
in the actual work of gunnery. If the 
day for battle comes you wil! need al! 
you possess of boldness. skill, deter- 
mination, ability to bear punishment 
and instant readiness in an emergency.

At the conclusion of his address and 
distribution of diplomas, the Presi- 
dent requested to be taken to the hos- 
pital, where Cadet Emory 8. Land of 
Wyoming, a member of the graduat- 
ing class, is lying ill. Sitting up in 
bed, the sick boy received his diploma 
from the President, who made a few 
appropriate remarks, in which he ex- 
pressed the hope that he would soon 
be out. The President was then given 
an opportunity of witnessing the cus-

RTIFICIAL TEETH 
AND THEIR MAKING. 


— 


A SIDE OF MODERN DENTISTRY 
THAT DEMANDS MUCH SKILL. 


oe 


Even Temperament Matched in Teeth. 
Progress in Other Dental Appliances 
Shown by Thousands of Patents— 
Lead of United States in Dentistry. 


[Neu York Sunzl! “Away back, a 
hundred years and more ago,” said a 
man acquainted with the subject of 
dentistly, “artificial teeth. were made 
chiefly of bone and ivory, and were 
carved out by the dentist himself. Now 
the artificial teeth used throughout the 
world are made of porcelain, and al- 
most without exception they are fac- 
tory made. And there are more arti- 
ficial teeth made in the United States 
than in any other country. 

“In old times, with the earliest use 
of porcelain for this purpose they made 
teeth of one type and in about three 
color shades. Porcelain teeth are now 
made in a great number of shades, 
so that any natural tooth may be per- 
fectly matched. They are made also 
in special shades ‘called for in one 
country or another, and even black 
teeth ate made for use in lands where 
the custom of staining the teeth with 
betel prevails. 

“Araificial teeth are made with color- 
ins in imitation of smokers’ teeth, and 
so on. In fact, there is scarcely any 
shade or shading of human teeth that 
could not be matched in artificial teeth 
found in stock. There is none to which 
there would not be found a close ap- 
proximation. 

And as to shape, artificial teeth 
nowadays are made not upon a single 
type, but in all human types. It is a 
familiar fact that people of different 
temperaments have teeth of different 
types. The person of nervous temper- 
ament, for example, has teeth that in 
shape, size. color and other charac- 
teristics are peculiar to him. The per- 
son of bilious temperament has teeth 
quite different in character, and so on. 
Artificial teeth’ are made nowadays in 
all these temperament types. 

“Counting the various kinds, as to 
their place In the jaws, and the styles, 
sbadings, and other variations in 
which they are produced, you would 
find artificial teeth made nowadays en 
thousands of varieties, to fill every 
known requirement; and if something 
still different should be required it 
would be made to order. 

“As everybody knows artificial teeth 
afe now made to look more like the 
natural teeth than ever before. There 
are made riowndays many sets of 
ficial teeth that. would never be taken 


‘for other than those that had been pro- 


vided for the vearer by nature. But 
of course, not all artificial teeth, even 
now. are so nearly perfect as that. 

“It is an Interesting faer that there 
are persons who, when the need of ar- 
tificial teeth le forced upon them, in- 
sist upon hoving pretty teeth, with 
which request the dentist is compelled 
to comply. And then there are, of 
course, dentists who themselves in 
supplying a set of teeth would give 
more attention to adapting them per- 
fectly to their main purposes than they 
would to their perfect appropriate- 
neces, besides, in the head of their 
wearer. Eren in these days we might 
meet. persons wearing artificial teeth 
not sulted to their own temperament 
type: a nervous person with bilious 
type teeth. and so on. 

“And again in the profession of den- 
tistry, as in every other, some men are 
of greater learning, higher skill, and 
truer art than others. And such, as 
naturally commanding higher prices 
for their work, may make the perfect 
teeth more or less h question of money. 
Rut still the fact remains that arti- 
ficial teeth in general are made far 
more natural In appearance now than 


they ever were before. 


“Plates for artificial teeth were made 


formerly of gold and of platinum, to 
which have now been ad vulcanite, 
or hard rubber, and celluloid. By far 


the greatest number of all the plates 
now used are made of rubber. Of these 
modern materials plates are made far 
cheaper than was. ever possible before. 

“As ai result, artificial teeth all 
around the world, wherever used, are 
now far more extensively used than 
ever before: though in proportion to the 
need for them they are, perhaps, more 
commonly used in the United States 
than in any other country. This is 


due, for one thing, to the fact that den- 
tistry has made greater advances here, 


| 


and for another, to the fact that the 
people here have more money. 

“Thus far we have taken into ac- 
count only teeth on plates, the form 
in which artificial teeth are most com- 
monly worn; but there are also to be 
considered crowns and bridge work, in 
which forms of artificial teeth have 
great advances likewise been made.

“Within comparatively recent years 
there have been introduced many m- 
provements on the practical side of 
dentistry. Of course, while many a 
tooth has been drilled by hand for 
filling, foot power and hand-power 
machines for such purposes have for 
many years been employed, but now 
we have electricity, electric lights to 
illuminate the interior of the mouth, 
and electrically-operated drilis and 
hammers, delicate power tools of beau- 
tiful certainty and precision of opera- 
tion, with which the work can be done 
not only better, but in far less time 
than formerly. 

“But if you were to attempt simply 
to enumerate the instruments, tools 
and appliances used in modern den- 
tistry, you would have to write a book 
to hold the list. There have been is- 
sued more patents for denial than for 
electrical appliances; they number 
thousands. New things or improve- 
ments are constantly being added. 

“Take for example forceps. Of den- 
tal forceps there are now made about 
two hundred varieties, adapted not only 
to every known use, but to every. sort 
of personal requirement of the dentist 
using them. Thus there are forceps 
with handles fashioned to sult any 
sort of hand or grip: and as to the 
beaks of these various forceps they 
are made in greater variety than the 
beaks of birds. 

“American artificial teeth are ex- 
ported literally to all parts of the 
world. There are some big establish- 
ments producing artificial teeth in Ku- 
rope, and they are of course, not idle 
in competing for the world’s trade. 
But the exports of American porcelain 
teeth are greater than are the exports 
of any other tooth-manufacturing 
country; and actually and propor- 
tionately, our exports are all sold in 
Iceland and in Africa; in Australia 
ahd India: in France and Russia; in 
North and South America, and. com- 
prehensively, in Europe, Asia and At- 
rica. 

“And we sell them also other dental 
supplies, and tools, appliances and 
equipment. As for example, dentists’ 
chairs that can be put into a small 
compass: for transportation. These 
chairs, when knocked’ down for p- 
ment. can be packed in a box not very 
much bigger than the box required 
for the packing of a croquet set. Amer- 
ican portable dental chairs of this de- 
scription are sold in lands and in lo- 
calities not reached by railroads or. 
it might be, by any sort of roads. but 
approachable only by trails. Such 
chairs are, for instance, packed on the 
back of mules over the Andes to in- 
terior points in South America, 

“In this country. indeed, the manu- 
facture and supply of Artificial teeth 
and of the manifold requisites of mod- 
ern dentistry, has long since grown 
into a great business; and it would 
not be flapping the eagle's wings un- 
duly to say that in all these things 
as well as in the practice of dentistry, 
the United States leads the world.”

ner, treasuret of the American Sugar 
Refining Company. today testified be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Cuban 
Relations cancerning the American 
holdings of Coban sugar. 

He said that Havemeyer's statement 
yesterday to the effect that his com- 
‘pany had pur¢hased 93,000 tons of sugar 
since the first of January last, was cor- 
rect. No more Cuban sugar could have 
been bought, none could have been 


purchased without his knowledge as 
treasurer of the company. He prom- 
ised Senator Piatt to send to the com- 
mittee a pmoranda showing the 


Senator Platt called attention to the 
discrepancy between Havemeyer's 
Statement as to purchases amounting 
to 93.000 tons and the returns made by 
the War Department, lacing the 
American company’s option at 3285 
tons to March 25, but Donner was 
not able to explain it. 

Responding to questions by Senator 
Teller, Donner confirmed Havemeyer's 
statement that of the trust's purchases 
ef Cuban sugar, (8.00 tons still remain 
in Cuba. He also said that his co 
pany dealt entirely with brokers, prin 
cipally with Zaldo & Co., Franck & Co.

“You have taken some interest in se- 
curing a reduction of sugar duties by 
Congress, have you not?“ asked Senator 
Teller. 

“I have not,” was the reply. 

Senator Platt asked: “So far as you 
know, has the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company taken any interest what- 
ever in forwarding or op ing the re- 
duction of the duty on Cuban sugar?“

American company probably purchases 
50 per cent. of the Cuban sugar product, 
and that he supposed the other 50 per 
cent. is secured by the other sugar re- 
finers in the United States. 

Senator Platt: Suppose there should 
be a reduction of Cuban sugar duties, 
would the buyer get the full benefit of 
it or any part of it? 

The witness: The buyer would not get 
any part of the benefit. The reductioa 
would not make any difference in the 
purchase price. The benefit would ac- 
crue to the Cuban sellers, the holders 
of the sugar. The experience with the 
Perto Rican sugar, which bomes in 
free, justifies this conclusion. 

Mott had not concluded his testimony 
when the sommittee adjourned until 
Monday. /

Pricks the Bubble of Democratic 
Complaints by Showing That War 
Department is Doing All in its Power 
te Figure Cost of Philippine War. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Secretary 
Root is writing to Senator Culberson 
an explanation of the reason why the 
War Department thus far has made no 
response to the Senator's resolution 
adopted April 17, calling for exact and 
detailed statements of the cost of the 
war in the Philippines. This is an- 
swer to criticisms made by certain Sen- 
ators to the effect that the department 
was purposely suppressing information 
on this subject. 

The Secretary will show that from 
the moment it was received every one 
of the supply bureaus of the War De- 
partment has been engaged in collect- 
ing material for the answer. The Sec- 
retary had explained to Senator Cul- 
berson, as he thought, the great diffi- 
culties connected with the collecting of- 
the information he desired, and as its 
compilation Id require the service 
of a large park of the clerks of the de- 
partment for a considerable time, the 
Secretary did not feel justified in di- 
verting them from their necessary reg- 
ular employment upon the request of 
a single Senator. As soon, however, as 
the United States Senate by resolution 
called for the information the entire 
machinery of the department was put 
in motion to meet the demand. 

The difficulties in the way of making 
a satisfactory response were enormous, 
and ig many instances it was found 
actually impossible to answer specific 
questions by approximate statements. 
This is true notwithstanding the fact 
that every one of the depot ani supply 
officers here and in the Philippines nas 
been called upon whenever acquainted 
with any of the facts desired. 

Parii.vlai difficuities attend the 
sifting out of the accounts of the 
trafisportation service so as to show 
the actual cost of the Philippine sol- 
diers alone. Railroad accounts are 
often in the lump, and contracts hav- 
ing been made with one company, and 
it is not possible to follow the pay- 
ments through to the sub-:ontracting 
companies. in some cases, too, their 
supplies, furnished in Cuba, the 
United States or Alaska, were carried 
to China by moving regiments, and 
the reverse also was true. 

In the matter of the plyment cf 
troops an indefinite element is 
jected by the practice of making bi- 
monthly payments in so that moneys 
often were disbursed in the Philip- 

nes for services rendered in the 

nited States, Cuba or Alaska before 
their departure. The converse aleo 
was true. The department knows ex- 
actly where every cent of expenditure 
went. and those figures are to be had 
through the auditor for the War De- 
partment, but the difficulty in 
case is to show how the supplies and 
expenditures were distributed. An- 
other point that further complicates 
the whole interrogation is the require- 
ment of law that the army shall be 
maintained at a minimum strength of 
69,000 men. There is no such force in 
the United States now, but if the 
surplus were not in the Philippines 
then the War Department would have 
to quarter and supply the men here, 
so that the item of expense on that 
item would remain onstantly, regard- 
less of the Philippine insurrection, at 
least up to the total of 59,000, and the 
question arises whether Secretary 
Root in his answer shall consider as 
expenses attributable to the Philip- 
pine trouble only, the cost of main- 
taining the army strength above that 
figure. 


IRONICAL CULBERSON. 


INTERROGATES MACARTHUR. 
tur NEW ASSOCIATED 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Gen. Mac- 
Arthur was interrogated today by 
Senator Culberson of Texas in rather 
an ironical veln, at the hearing before 
the Philippine Committee. The general 
had referred to the advantage of im- 
planting Republican Institutions in the 
islands. 

Senator Culberson asked if the Dec- 
laratlon of Independence and the Con- 
stitution were not the foundations fdr 
republican institutions. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur answered that the whole Con- 
stitional history of the country, with 
the preceding English history, together 
with the Declaration of Independence, 
together with the Constitution had to 
be considered. Mr. Culberson took each 
of the principles of republican institu- 
tions. free speech, free press, seif-gov- 
ernment, trial by jury. etc., and asked 
how far these had been implanted in 
the Philippines. 

As to free h, Gen. MacArthur 
nad he had told the Filipinos that if 
they would give him their guns they 
could have a mass meeting on every 
corner. He said soldiers were quar- 
tered In private houses as an incident 
to war. This led to a discussion of 
whether war was in existence. Gen. 
MacArthur insisted that there had been 
a upheaval, and the ground 
swell was still. apparent, some of the 
incidents of war continuing even after 
the pacification of a locality.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 
DISCOVERING ITS LAWS. 

(BY THR NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS-A NA 

WASHINGTON, May ?.—Frof. R. A. 
Fessenden, who has charge of the wire- 
lesa télegraphy experiments cf the 
Weather Bureau along the Virginia 
and North Carolina coasts. arrived 
here today and conferred with Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson and Prof. 
Moore. Chief of the Weather Bureau. 

Prof. Fessenden said: “We have 
found that salt water is the best con- 
ductor of the waves; land comes next 
in order, then fresh water apd lastly 
sand. The methods used both in re- 
ceiving and sending are entirely dif- 
ferent from those used in any other 
system. We will abandon the high 
masts entirely within a couple of 
years. Instead of using waves to pro- 
duce coherence between a lot of fil- 
ings of nickel and silver, the waves 
are used under this system to actuate 
a light piece of metal which, by its 
motion, produces the signal.”

HOW TO MAKE BORDEAUX MIX- 
7 TURE 

In a barrel place 265 gallons of water; 
weigh out 6 pounds of copper sulphate, 
tie the same in a piece of coarse gunny 
sack, and suspend it just beneath the 
surface of the water; dissoive 6 pounds 


of freshly-slaͤked lime in 25 gallons of | 


water. When thé blueston⸗ is entirely 
dissolved and the lime is cool, pour the 
lime milk and bluestone solution slowly 
together, at the same time, into a bar- 
rel holding fifty galions. The milk of 
the lime should be thorougnly stirred 
before pouring, and the barrel of liquid 
should then receive a final stirring for 
several minutes. 

It has been found that the method of 
combining the ingredients has an im- 
portant bearing on both the chemi- 
cal composition and physica] structure 
of the mixture. For example, if the 
copper sulphate is dissolved in a small 
and the lime milk 


results, when these materials are 
brought together, a thick mixture hav- 
ing strikingly different characters from 


one made by pouring together weak 


solutions of lime and copper sul- 
phate. It is true, furthermore, that 
if the copper sulphate solution and 
lime milk are poured together while 
the latter or both of them are warm, 
different effects are obtained than if 
both solutions are cool at the moment 
of mixing. 
HOW TO TEST THE MIXTURE. 


To determine if the mixture is per- 


fect and safe to apply, it may be tested 


-as follows: Insert the blade of «a 
‘pocket-knife in the mixture, allowing 
it to remain there for at least one 
minute. If metallic copper forms on 
the blade, or, in other words, if the 
polished surface of the steel assumes 
the color of copper-plate, the mixture 
is unsafe and more lime must de 
added. If, on the other hand, the biade 
of the knife remains unchanged, it 
is safe to conclude that the mixture is 
as perfect as it can be made. 

To successfully control the fungus 
diseases of the apple, this mixture 
should be applied to the tree just be- 
fore the leaf buds well, and again 
upon the falling of the blossoms IF.

OODLUMS “LAY LOW” 
ON THE STREETS. 


— — 
POLICE PRESERVE ORDER WITH A 
STRONG HAND. 
Great Difference Between the Scenes 
of Last Night and the Night Before— 


Maskers Will Promptly Arrested 
This Evening. | 


The difference between the street 
scenes of last night and those of the 
night before was the difference between 
the rgid enforcement of law and the 
illegal granting of permits to’ violate 
law. Thursday night hoodlumism ran 
rampant. Last night the order on the 
Streets was as good as on any other 
night. Thursday night the police, 
handicapped by an order of the Mayor 
to permit confetti throwing, were prac- 
tically powerless to preserve the peace. 
Last night, the handicap removed and 
a stringent order issued to enforce the 
ordinances and other laws, the police 
kept the hoodlums subdued to the ex- 
tent that there was practically no dis- 
order. Thursday night eighteen arrests 
were made because of the unlawful ac- 
tions of toughs. Last night there were 
only three from the same causes. The 
crowds last night exceeded those of the 
night before. which demonstrated 
clearly the difference between winking 
at violations of the law, and rigidly 
enforcing it. 

Anticipating a repetition of the dis- 
orders of Thursday night and equipped 
with authority which they had lacked, 
the police last night prepared to put 
down rowdyism with a strong hand. 
Early in the day an order was posted 
at headquarters for all members not 
actually on duty to report at 6:30 p.m. 
This brought to the Police Station ev- 
ery member of the force, except the 
afternoon watch, more than sixty men 
in all. With the detectives and special 
policemen, whose services were used 
the total was brought up to more than 
eighty. An hour before dark these men 
were sent Into the districts in which the 
greatest disorder had occurred. Théy 


were instructed to promptly arrest all 


persona_found gullty of acts which at 
times other than during Fiesta would 
be deemed sufficient cause for arrest. 
Particular stress was laid upon the 
prohibition of the throwine confetti 
and the annoying of women on the 
streets. 

There were several fights in which 
no arrests were made. One occurred 
at the People’s Store. An unknown 
hoodlum appreached a portly matron 
there and tried to thrust his hand into 
her bosom. It happened that her hus- 
band and another friend were there, 
and the husband promptly knocked 
down the hoodlum and then proceeded 
to kick his face almost into a jelly, 
while those who witnessed the inci- 
dent applauded. 

Albert Foster was caught insulting 
women, and was promptly arrested. 
Ten minutes later G. 8. Buckley was 
brought to the Police Station, charged 
with a similar offense. cy were 
locked up, and when friends appeared 
later, bail was refused.

The Daily Allowance. 

Four ounces ‘of solid food has been 
civen as estimate for a hen one 
day. This intended not only for the 
supply of eggs, but for nourishment 
and repair of waste tissue. It requires 
less for. a hen not laying. There is 
quite a difference in the habits and 
cnaracteristics of the several breeds, 
and that which will prove successful 
with some fails with others. Leghorns, 
when laying, may be fed as much as 
they will eat, and they will seldom be- 
come too fat, but the Brahmas cannot 
be so treated. A hen seldom begins to 
sit until she becomes too fat, and it is 
this peculiarity of the non-sitting 
breeds (inaptitude to fatten) that in- 
duces them to refrain from sitting. In 
regard to the cost of feed for 100 fowls, 
for one meal, that can best be arrived 
at by taking cost for one month or one 
year. Fowls have been kept in con- 
finement year after year, being fed on 
various kinds of mixed feed, at a cost 
of 2% or 30 per cent. more than those 
fowls at liberty, where they had plenty 
of grass. The egg record of the latter 
for excelled those deprived of grass. 
The only rule as to how much a chicken 
should be fed at one meal is to throw 
only so much to it as it will scramble 
for and eal eagerly, and as soon as it 
pecks about indifferently stop the sup-

Sources of a City’s Milk Supply. 


“The Sources of Miik Supply for 
Towns and Cities is the title of Bu- 
letin No. 89, just issued by Dr. A. W. 
Retting of the Indiana Agricultural 
Station. It contains the results of care- 
ful investigations of twenty-nine 
dairies from which most of the milk 
supplies of the city of Lafayette are 
drawn. Some of the disclosures cannot 
have heen very gratifying to the von- 
sumerse. Prof. Plum, the director, says 
in the preface: , 

“The field investigated proved so in- 
teresting from both the producer's 
and consumer's standpoint, that I have 
thought it eminently desirable to issue 
a milk-producers’ bulletin. This bulle- 


tin will have a wide distribution, and 


it is to be hoped that it will not only 
be helpful and suggestive to dairymen, 
but that it will also interest the on- 
sumers to a greater degree im the 
sources of their milk supply, and spur 
them to require the most sanitary and 
wholesome surroundings on the farm 
from the producer from whom they 
secure milk. It is astonishing thet so 
few’ consumers know anything eof the 
cenditions under which their milk ts 
produced, they apparently being in- 
different as to whether it la producod 
under fair or foul surroundings It is 
time that our people awoke to the 
necessity of investigating this matter. 

rhe conditions herein set forth con- 
cerning Lafayette are not unusual, and 
undoubmtedly, have equal application 
to other cities over the country.” 


The Cork Oak. 

In discussing what trees will grow 
most rapidly and be suitable for shade 
in Southern California, the newspapers 
have rarely mentioned the cork oak 
tree. In fact, its real value is not un- 
derstood.

Such being the case, it should 
prove a valuable tree for shade and 
commercial purposes in this part of the 
State. The cork production of the 
world today Is less than three million 
pounds per annum. The demand for 
cork increases every year, and there is 
no doubt that with increased produc- 
tion that demand would further in- 
crease. Imports into the United States 
last year approximated $1,750,000. Ina 
climate like Southern California. which 
is nearly exactly like the climate of its 
original home, the cork oak tree © ould 
certainly thrive, and aside from its 
value in commercial lines, as wood and 
shade, it is worthy of trial in this part 
of the State.—(San Jacinto Register.

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LEADING INDUSTRY. 
California, the queen of the 
American commonwealths, has gone 
through two phases during the past 
half century. the mining and the 
agricultural stage, and now we are 
facing the era of manufacturing, un- 
der the influence of cheap fuel. 
Mining, agriculture, manufactures, but 
the second will always be the “strong 
bolt” of California. 

This fact is strongly brought out in 
the census report, of which a digest 
was published in the telegraph col- 
ums of The Times on Wednesday 
last. The report emphasizes a recent 
statement of Secretary of Agriculture 
Wileon, who declared that California's 
great wealth lies now, and always will 


in her soll. 
value of the California farms 
in June, 1900, according to the cen- 


@us, amounted to the big figure of 
$708,000,000. This, however, is but a 
fraction of what it may be and will be 
fm the near future. Of the immense 
area of 100,000,000 acres within the 
State, only a little over 25 per cent. 
ie included in farms. The diversity 
in the soil and in the climate of Califor- 
mia renders possible a greater variety 
of agricultural products than is 
found in any other State in the Union. 

The total area of farming land in 
the State is more than one-third 
greater than in 1890. In six counties 
the farming area has more than dou- 
bled. One of these is San Francisco, 
and here we see a gleam of hope for 
the chief city of the State. If the 
people of San Francisco are taking up 
the farming industry with diligence, 
We may at least hope that they will 
pay a little less attention toward pol- 
Mies, and give the rest of the State 
@ chance. 

In the way of ownership, California 
@eures very favorably. The tables 
show that all but a small fraction of 
the farms in tlie State are either en- 
tirely or partly owned by those who 
run them. 

While California bas been known 
throughout the world mainly as a 
horticultural State, it would be a mis- 
take to suppose that it depends mainly 


on this branch of activity for sup- 


port. For instance, according to the 
census returns, the total value of 
dairy products during 1899 was over 
$12,000,000. The increase in the pro- 
@uction of milk during the past dec- 


The total value of the products of 
the poultry industry in that year was 
over $6,000,000. On the other hand, 
the production of wool has decreased 

ly during the past twenty years. 

is is to be expected, for as the or- 

chards come, the sheep and cattle 
men must go. 

The report gives the average values 
per acre of the principal crops as fol- 
lows: 

Flowers and plants, $864.06; nur- 
sery products, $191.60; small fruits, 
$143.46; hops, $134.28; hemp, $90.00; 
miscellaneous vegetables, $84.86; 
sweet potatoes, $84.39; Irish potatoes, 
$62.65; tropical fruits, $60.24; orchard 
fruits, $42.60; grapes, $42.16; sugar 

, $37.59; hay and forage, $8.68. 

Some of these figures, on the face of 
them. are manifestly absurd, and 
would make a very erroneous impres- 
sion on outsiders, unless they are cor- 
rected. According to this table, the 
raising of sweet potatoes in California 
—supposing the expenses to be the 
same—pays twice as much as the 
raising of fruits. The difference may 
doubtless be explained by the fact 
that in the table the agricultural ex- 
pert has taken all orchards, includ- 
ing those which are bearing and 
yielding a return to the planter as 
well as those which have not yet come 
into bearing. This would make the 
gross yield of orchards two or three 
times as large as the figures given in 
the reports. i 

Notwithstanding the fact that Call- 
fornia has been advancing so rapidly 
from a stage of wheat growing to that 
of fruit raising, it is an interesting 
fact that the area of the State de- 
| voted to the raising of grain is almost 
the same as it was ten years ago. 
In the decade from 1889 to 1899 the 
acreage iff oats increased 167 per cent.; 
rye, 129.5 per cent. and barley 26.2 
per cent. Buckwheat shows a decrease 
of 40.5 per cent.; corn, 23 per cent. 
and wheat 5.5 per cent. Although 
the production of buckwheat, corn 
and wheat decreased during the last 
decade, there was an increase of ap- 
proximately 5 per cent. in the total 
production of cereals. 

The figures in regard to the areas 
planted in fruit trees are specially in- 
teresting. Many people, if they were 
asked what fruit holds the preponder- 
afice in California, would immediately 
answer, the orange. This is not so. 
The prune “takes the cake” in Cali- 
fornia as an orchard tree, there being 
almost twice as many prunes in the 
State as oranges. The figures are: 
Prunes and plums, 9,823,713; peaches, 
7,472,393; oranges, 5,648,714. Next in 
order come apples, pears and apri- 
cots, followed by olives and lemons. 

The total. value of orchard products 
in 1899 amounted to over $14,000,000. 
This is only a small fraction of what 
it will be ten years from now. In 
figuring on the future of California, 
let us not forget to give due credit to 
the products of the soil, which, since 
the early days of gold mining, always 
have been and always will continue to 
be the chief resource of this great 
common wealth.

NATURAL RESULT. 

From a Chicago dispatch it ap- 
pears that leading packers of that 
city acknowledge that the consumption 
of beef has fallen off 37% per cent. 
since the agitation against the 
ers began. This is a natural result, 
not so much of the agitation against 
the meat combine as it is of the high 
figuresto which the combine has forced 
the prices of meats. It is a _ well- 
known law of trade that as prices ad- 
vance, consumption declines; and, vice 
versa, decreasing prices cause increas- 
ing consumption. 

It is a simple matter of cause and ef- 
fect. When meat foods are advanced 
in price to a figure so high that the 
average consumer feels that he can 
not afford to buy them, he ceases to 
do so, or buys them in decreased 
quantity. If the meat combine has 
suffered losses of trade, it is because 
of its own unwise polſey in forcing 
prices beyond what “the traffic will 
bear.“ The public is patient, but 
there is a limit to its patience. The 
worm will turn. 

A bill applying for an injunction 
against the meat combine has been 
drawn up, and it is expected that ac- 
tion will be begun at once to deter- 
mine in what respect, and to what 
extent, the laws have been violated in 
the operations of the combine. This 
is a movement which is much to be 
commended. If the combine, or trust, 
has been acting in violation of the 
law, as is claimed, the facts should 
who are 
guilty of violating the law should be 
punished as the law prescribes. If 
the law has not been violated, the 
trust has nothing to fear from the 
most rigid investigation, and should 
welcome it rather than shrink from It. 
The announcement that the Presi- 
dent has determined to enter upon 4 
thorough examination of the methods 
and of the so-called trusts 
has *something of a stir in 
“merger” circles. There is doubtless 
both good and evil in these modern 
trade alliances. It will be well to 
have their methods made clear, 
to have the good sifted from the evil, 
and to have the people understand 
wherein they are ifjured and wherein 
they are benefited by these gigantic 
organizations, which express their 
capital in millions. and control the 
market absolutely in some line of in- 
dustry. It is to be hoped that the 
President will rigidly adhere to his 
announced determination, and that he 
will “allow no guilty man to es- 


ALOONS AND SUBTERFUGES. 


One of the latest features of the 
prohibition movement in Southern 
California has been the “social club.” 
The social club is a peculiar insti- 
tution. It has been brought into ex- 
istence through the relentless war 
that has been waged by the good peo- 
ple who oppose the sale of alcoholic 
drinks under any circumstances. 
Searcely a day passes that does not 
see the organization in this county of 
some new “social club.” It is easy 
to start a social club. All you have to 
do is to get the names of five direc- 
tors, which is not dificult. Then you 
record the organization, in the usual 
way. as if it were a half a million dol- 
lar company for the development of 
a mine, or an oil field. The dues are 
easy. Perhaps you pay one dollar— 
wh may be taken out in drinks—or 

u may even only promise to pay a 
dollar, and be inscribed in the list of 
members. In any case the establish- 
ment has the full privilege of selling 
liquors without any of the restrictions 
that attach to the ordinary saloon, in 
the shape of ho The social club 
can keep open twenty-four- hours in 
the day and seven days in the week. 
Then, moreover, it has no license .o 
pay, so that it has a distinct ad- 
vantage over the saloon. 

This is only another evidence of 
the fact that men will always obtain 
alcoholic beverages, in one shape or 
another, and that the only way to 
control the consumption of such bev- 
erages is by a well-considered and ju- 
dicious system of regulation of places 
where they are vended. It does not 
pay to do the ostrich act, whether in 
relation to the alcohol problem, or 
to any other question.

The salon has 
been established principally to asalat 
the members of the club in their work | 
by supplying the mears of compuring 
their efforts with those of the recog- 
nized photographers of America. 
Among the exhibits this week are 
works from eastern artists as well as 
from local devotees of the lens. 

The exhibition ie an education in 
art, and a revelation in photography. 
There are landscapes which would 
mock the labor of a black-and-white 
artist; and vignettes of nature that 
might fairly challenge the etcher. to 
produce sketches that tould outdo them 
in perfection of detal and softness of 
execution. The display of portraits is 
very fine, and the studies in the main 
are excellent. The Committee on Se- 
lection and Hanging has done ite work 
well. The pictures are artistically. 
grouped and contrasted. 

One thing to be noted is the great 
progress made in the last few years 
in photographic marine studies. Ev-, 
erybody has long been familiar with 
the inky-biack night Scene, refleved 
one long bleached streak on a stretc 
of sea which camera students dub 
“moonlight at ea.“ or something of 
the sort. But a picture of moonlignt 
at sea when. the moon shines down 
from a cloudless sky is a novelty. It 
deals only with grays, from the pearl 
to the siate shade. 80 also do the 
marine studies which have no moon. In 
short, the blend of soft shades under 
subdued lighting is the present medium 
of artistic expression. The day of 
tharp contrasts is apparently past. 

Animal studies are another interest- 
ing feature, and serve to prove how 
closely: to the ordinary eye a good 
photo may resemble an engraving. 

The most popular style of picture now 
is the bromide enlargement—nearly all 
the exhibits being made by that 
process. It's whole effect is to shften 
the outlines and produce the warm 
color (figuratively speaking) which is 
so frateful to the eye. There are a few 
studies in gum bichromate, more in- 
teresting as novelties than pleasing as 
works of art. The red hue has the 
harsh flare of calcium. Its effect is 
one of glare rather than of warmth. 

A few flower pictures give evidence 
of what may be accomplished in chat 
line by the lens. One study in particu- 
lar, a Spray of narcissus, has almost 
the character of a drawing. It is by 
Ethel PF. Bailey of Los Angeles, who 
also has a charming study entitled 
“Autumn Haze.” . 

There is an array of lantern slides 
showing a variety ‘of subjects from 
microbes to planets. 

The gold medal for the best picture 
in the salon was awarded last evening 
to Arion Putnam of Los Angeles, be- 
ing won by his picture, “Filling the 
Ona (No. 133.) It's subject is a group 
of Papago giris at San Xavier. It is 
a bromide enlargement from a 66280 
plate to a 14x17, toned in sepia. Of three 
prizes for the best landscape, first was 
won by Mrs. A. 8. C. Forbes, chairman 
of the Salon Committee, for her pic- 
ture, “Good Grazing” (49;) second, 
Oscar Maurer of San Francisco (69;)

Rindge May Stop Work on the Build- 
ing. 


Frank Gilbert, the new walking dele- 
gate and trouble maker for the reor- 
ganized buillding-trades section of the 
Council of Labor, signalized his eleva- 
tion to the position of chief agitator by 
ordering a strike yesterday on the 
half-finished Conservative Life Insur- 
ance building at Third and Hill streets. 
Because Contractor Engstrom would 
not submit to being held up by the 
“union” boss, Gilbert called out thirty- 
five carpenters, and enough tile work- 
ers, painters and tinners to make a 
total of about fifty men. This is Gil- 
bert’s first “strike,” and it will be a 
failure, for Frederick Rindge, owner of 
the building, is said to have declared 
on Thursday that he would build a high 
fence around his building and stop 
work before he would submit to dicta- 
tion from any “union” as to how he 
should run his own business. 


had an idea that it would have a little 
peace from senseless strikes after it 
bounced Jimgray and appointed Gil- 
bert as walking delegate: but it ap- 
pears from Gilbert's action yesterday 
that it has been deceived as usual. 
Last Thursday, May 1, was the time 
set by the carpenters when they should 
all get $3.50, whether they were worth 
it or not.

Engstrom 
reached the building yesterday about 8 
o'clock, several mealy-mouthed agitat- 
ors were there talking to the men, end 
after they had talked some minutes the 
carpenters demanded of Engstrom that 
he pay all of them $3.50 per day. This 
he firmly declined to do, as some of 
the men were not worth it. He stated 
that he would pay that amount to all 
who could earn it. but would resegve 
the right to sort out the men 4K — 
to their worth. The trouble makers, 
consisting of a small delegation from 
the council of building trades, flatly re- 
fused these terms, and said the men 
should have $3.50 per day or nothing. 
After another talk Engstrom agreed 
that although he had taken the con- 
tract when the “union” scale was 88. 
he would pay a minimum wage of $3.50 
after July 1, but would select the good 
workmen from the poor ones. This was 
also refused by the trouble makers and 
finally, after a “yote” of a small num- 
ber of the men, it was decided to strike, 
most of the voting, it was said, having 
been done by a gang of unionites that 
did not work on the building. Accord- 
ingly the unionists walked out.

This letter was probated with the 
will, and the court now holds that it 
was testamentary in character, and as 
it was evident that Geiger acted in| 
good faith and desired to change he 
disposition of his property, the letter 
is made binding upon al! parties as to 
the disposition of the property.

TENNESSEE'S PROGRESS. 

Mrs. Charles A. Perkins of Knoxville 
presented an excellent report of the 
progress in Tennessee. She referred to 
the impetus that had been given to 
educational work in the State by the 
Nashville Exposition, and declared that 
the educationa! facilities and oppor- 
tunities afforded to women in that 
State were better than in any other 
part of the South.

Louisa B. PFoppenheim, president of 
the South Carolina Federation, re- 
ported six delegates present, the 
State's full quota, and sald: 

“Organizing in 1898. we now have on 


our roll forty-six clube, representing 
2500 women. The federation work is 
carried on by departments of educa- 
tion, free kindergartens, library exten- 
sion, civics, domestic science, village 
improvement, art and music. In the 


library-extension department we have 
established forty-eight circulating li- 
brary stations and have collected sixty 
cases of books, each one containing 
from 50 to 100 books. The Southern 
Rallroad donated twenty-four cases 
for these books, and every railroads in 
the State has given us free transporta- 
tion for all traveling libraries. In kin- 
dergarten work we have two free kin- 
dergartens, managed entirely by club 
women, and we helped materially in 
the organization of a negro kindergar- 
ten in Charleston.” 

Mrs. Susan A. Ballou reported in- 
creasing interest in all club work in 
Rhode Island, and a general advance- 
ment in culture.

There as pleasure in seeing souls 


saved, in seeing the fruits of the spirit 
growing on hitherto uncultivated soil, 
and ‘in seeing a new feature in the 
grace of God. One of the fascinating 
studies of that age must have been 
to watch the new marks of God's power 
and grace, as His plans were revealed 
and His work extended. It was a stir- 
ring sight, this new type of Christian 
character in the composite city of An- 
tioch, yielding a larger homage to the 
purposes of God. True to his tastes 
and his history. this son of exhorta- 
don goes to exhorting and the one 
point to which he sharpens all his 
teachings of the disciples is that they 
must grapple Christ and their new call- 
ing with the resolute purpose of the 
deepest nature—the heart. His work 
wes evangelistic as well as instructive, 
and under his powerful appeals the 
converts increased rapidiy. The ex- 
planation of his joy in seeing the marks 
God's grace, and of his own suc- 
cess in teaching, as well as for the 
reeson for his being sent from Jeru- 
salem is given in the statement that 
he was a man; and his goodness 
is indicated in the faith that he had in 
the indwelling Spirit. The faith had 
that type of wholeness which makes 
one trust in God, and trusted by God. 
Natural qualities of a high order were 
in the control of the Holy Ghost. 
When Barnabas needed help to tn- 
struct the growing throng of dieci- 
ples, direct the activities of the new 
and preach to the thronging inqulrers. 
he did not go back to Jerusalem for 
an apostie, but went for the coming 


man, Saul. He goes after Saul re- 
membering his striking conversion and 
his fruitful work in Damascus: re- 


membering the fact that he had been 
divinely appointed to the Gentiles, as 
he had learned from Sau! himeelf; re- 
membering that he himself had al- 
ready invested something in Saul; re- 
membering those superb qualities that 
he had a glimpse of, so fitted to the 
demands of the work in Antioch; per- 
haps remembering the rumors that had 
been reaching him about the great 
works Saul has been doing over in Tar- 
sus and the surrounding country for 
several years. What has Sau! been 
Going all the time? Working, no doubt; 
bably st ing the philosophies of 
thenism, maturing his experience 
and convictions, founding Christian 
communities and establishing the 
Christian religion in his od home. He 
is ready for the larger work now. He 
rises on the.world at Antioch. The 
man and his mission have met. The 
Holy Ghost sent Barnabas for Saul 
to introduce him to his work, as he 
once introduced him to the church at 
Jerusalem. The movement toward the 
Gentiles has been started from the 
right point, the mother church: the 
revolution bas been made. Saul can 
at last lay his hand to his work in 
safety, and at last the right starting 
place ig made for him. 
one year they work in Antioch, 
and it is not thought best % tell us 
but two things concerning that year 
of labor: They taught much peopie: 
& new name was given to the new 
body. The former statement imp!ies 
that these two made it their chief 
business to instruct the converts, wh.le 
no doubt the members generally. did 
the evangelistic work. When there 
have been large ingatherings, there 
must be diligent and systematic in- 
struction. The term Christian applied 
to them had never been heard before. 
It could not have been chosen by the 
disciples, as they had been using «ther 
names and they “were called by. oth- 
ers. It could not have been viven by 
the Jews, for it was the Greek for 
Messiah, and the Jews would never 
have done anything that would have 
implied that Jesus was the Messiah. It 
must have been given by the people 
in Antioch, not as a term of derision, 
but as a descriptive word to desig- 
nate this new sect which was distinct 
«from the three or four sects of the 
Jews. The word was appropriate, and 
it is today the best word that can 
be used of any one.

“Antioch Helping Jerusalem (Verses 27-39.) 
“And in those days came prophets 
from Jerusalem to Antioch. And there 
stood up one of them named Agabus 
and signified by the Spirit that there 
! would be a great dearth throughout al!

and with an ardent Christian love.

Topic for Mav 4: “Prayer a Necessity.” 
(Matt. xxvi. 38-4. 

The savage in his native state does 
not so much as know of the existence 
of most of those objects and customs 
which civilization counts necessities. 
To him they are not even luxuries, for 
he is totally ignorant of them. Even 
clothes are not a necessity to the 
South Sea Islander. In a somewhat 
analogous sense, prayer is not a neces- 
sity to the man or woman who has n 
spiritual life, and who its ignorant of 
or indifferent to the higher claims of 
the spirit. But to the thinking, sens! 
tve soul, that is eager to grow and 
gerve, prayer is a vital necessity. It 
is a refuge to which he is inevitably 
driven. As the weeping infant cries 
for its mother, or the chick runs to the 
shelter of the hen's enfolding wing, 80 
the distressed heart of man turns in 
prayer to Him who is the source of in- 
finite help.

A story has recently come to light 
throegh the Sunday-school Times, 
which_ dramatically shows how prayer 
was a necessity to the greatest Ameri- 
can during the nation’s darkest hour. 
Late one evening in 1862, after the sec- 
ond battle of Bull Run, when the heart 
of the North was ae lead, a 
stranger, mumed in a military cloak 
which hid his face, called at the home 
of Henry Ward Beecher in Brooklyn, 
and insisted on seeing the great 
preacher. For hours afterward the two 
men were closeted together, and it was 
almost midnight when the stranger.

TME PREACHER TAKES A PEEP. 
AT PRAGUE

“This is a remarkably beautiful city,” 
I said toa loyal Bohemian as we 
walked the streets of Vienna together. 
Tes.“ he replied, with a doubtful 
rising inflection, “it is very well, but 
you ought to see Prague. Prague is 
one of the three finest cities of the 
world.” 
“What are the other two I inquired, 
bent on acquiring useful information. 
“Naples and Lisbon,” he answered. 
I can hardly agree with my Bohemian 
friend in his judgment of the relative 
beauty of these towns as against the 
field, and should put a dozen other 
cities before any of them. 
Nevertheless, something must be al- 
lowed to patriotism, and Prague is cer- 
tainly a much larger and finer town 
than most Americans realize. 
It fies on both sides of the Moldau, 
the great tributary of the Bibe, and in 
the flats of its great stone houses live 


500 000 people. 


Its museum, its palace, and some of 
its churches are worthy of note: but 
its chief points of interest to the Amer- 
ican are found in out-of-the-way nooks 
and corners that connect it with its 
eventful and bloody past. Its narrower 
streets are as dirty as they are pic- 
turesque, and its Jews’ quarters cannot 
be beaten in any city on the footstool 
for second-hand clothes and second- 
hand boots and shoes, and old battles, 
and rusty scrap-iron, out of which our 
Hebrew brethren in the Old World so 
mysteriously extract a living. 

We shall have time today to visit two 
of the quaintest and most characteristic 
spots in Prague, for they both lie near 
the center of the city, and are of easy 
access from our hotel. 

One of these places is the old Coun- 
cil House, where were enacted in the 
old days some of the greatest tragedies 
in this city of tragedies. Even today 
the City Fathers meetin this same old 
Counct! House, and the ern Alder- 
men discuss matters of civic interest 
on floors that three hundred years ago 
were drenched with the blood of polit- 
ical opponents of the then existing gov- 
ernment. 

AN ANCIENT TRAGEDY. 

In this same Council House ts shown 
the little cell in which the twenty-one 
nobles of the Protestant party spent 
the night of the 20th of June, 1621. into 
which they had been thrust by the op- 
posite y after the disastrous battle 
of Wetssenberg. There is the little 
doorway out of which they were led, 
one by one. and then down a steep 
stairway into the open square where 
they were beheaded, the bloody work 
all day long. 

In this year of grace that old square 
looks very much as it did in the year 
when the Pilgrims landed on Plymouth 
Rock. A few modern buildings have 
sprung up around the square, to be 
sure, and an image of the Virgin Mary 
occupies its center: but the old Council 
House on one side is the same now as 
then, and the great Cathedral on the

ne’s self balk, in imagination, to those 

bad old days of persecution and re- 
Usious intolerance. One can see the 
twenty-one nobles, the flower of Bo- 
hemian aristocracy, slowly descending 
the winding iron stairs to their certain 
doom, from the little window on the 
second floor, while their companions in 
thelr low. whitewashed cell, awaited 
with heroic hearts their turn for the 
hendsman’s ax. The gory heads were 
gathered up after the last execution, 
put in an tion basket. and for ten 
years were displayed in the sight of al! 
on the old Charles bridge that spans 
the Moldau. 

Then a temporary triumph brought 
the Protestants back into power for a 
littie while, and the grinning skulls 
were given decent burial in the old 
church on the other side of the square. 

THE APOSTLES’ CLOCK. 

Perhaps the object that excites the 
most present-day interest in Prague ts 
the Apostles’ Clock in the tower of this 
same Council House. Once an hour an 
expectant throng ee on the oppo- 
site sidewalk: and, when the moment 
arrives, a skeleton representing Father 
Time takes hold of a cord, which he 
pulls with his grim and bony hand, 


thus ringing a bell. 


Then two little windows of stained 
glass mysteriously slide open, and life-. 
size figures of the aposties appear. 
Matthew, John, and all the rest are 
seen first at the left-hand window. 
They turn squarely around, and look 
up and down the street.

centur.es ago. So the clock maker was 
led up into the tower, and he was al- 
lowed to take hold once more of the 
beloved machinery. 

When once he had firmly grasped it, 
with one tremendous wrench he tore 
cogs and wheels and balances apart, 
and in an instant it was a hopeless 
wreck. There was no other man in the 
world who could repair the damage: 
the blind clock maker alone knew the 
| secret of the mechanism, and for a 
‘hundred years it stood idle and useless, 
a monument to the folly and jealousy 
of Prague. 

At length, after several generations a 
clock maker was born skiliful enough 
to repair the damage of the blind in- 
ventor; and ever since the old clock has 
been in charge of this man and his de- 
scendants, who today have @ fine jew-

A PROBLEM FOR PLUMBERS. 

Within half a stone’s throw of this 
five-times-crowded cemetery I saw 
women pumping water from one of the 
wells which are still the only source of 
the water supply of a city of half a 
million inhabitants. 

By all modern laws of sanitation the 
people should by this time every one 
be dead of cholera, typhoid fever, and 
black death; bet they still live, and the | 
rate of mortality is not abnormally 
large, I am told. Are our doctors and 
plumbers all wrong and frightening us 
out of our wits for nothing, or have the 
inhabitants of Prague got so used to 
microbes in the course of the centuries 
that these no longer have any effect 
upon their constitutions? 

But the dominant rsonality of 
Prague, even today, is John Huss, the 
reformer and martyr, who lived in one 
of these back streets, who preached in 
these churches. and who was con- 
demned and burned in a © neighboring 
city nearly three centuries ago. He 
is the great man of Prague today, de- 
ported, condemned, killed though he 
was, He today attracts the piigrims, 
inspires the painters and the poets of
